A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S. C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representatives contacted Examiner to discuss the 
rejection of Claim 1 with respect to Seino et al. Applicants' argue that Seino et al fails to teach or reasonably suggest 
an end face of the peripheral adhesive being recessed no more than 10 microns with respect to an end face of the 
fiber. In particular, Applicants argue that the above claimed limitation requires that the end face of the peripheral 
adhesive be recessed (i.e. cannot be flush) such that the end face of the peripheral adhesive be recessed greater than 
zero but less than or equal to 10 microns from the end face of the fiber. Examiner believes the arguments may 
overcome the rejection of Claim 1 . Applicants* representatives have agreed to submit a response including the 
arguments set forth above.
